Harry Whitney’s Story Will go Long 
Way to Clear;up Pole Dis- 


covety Controversy.

2% COMMANDER PEARY TO 
ok REAGH SYDNEY TODAY. 


Sydney, Sept. 20—The steam- 
er Roosevelt, with Gommander 
Peary, passed Paul Island at 
2 o'clock this morning, accord- 
ing to a report received here. 
Despite a storm and drivitig 
rain she is expected at Syd, 
ney late today. 
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Battle Harbor, Labrador via Syd- 
ney, NS, Sept. 19.—Commander 
Peary made up his mind suddenly 
today to leave Battle Harbor and 
sent a wireless dispatch to his+ wife 
stating he would arrive at Sydney 
Tuesday evening or Wednesday morn- 
ing. e waited here as long as he 
could to meet Harry Whitney, the 
New Haven sportsman, to obtain from 
him affidavits proving that Dr. Fred- 
erick A. Cook is a fakir, but he re- 
ceived so many telegrams from his 
wife, relatives and friends urging him 
to hasten home that he decided not 
to. wait any longer. 

Harey Whitney’s story, so far as 
Peary has learned it completely cor- 
roborates the statements concerning 
Dr. Cook obtained from Pref. Don- 
ald B. Macmillan the typographer of 
the Peary expedition and of Boat- 
swain John Murphy and Seaman Wm. 
Pritchard of the Roosevelt. 

Macmilan’s Statement. 

Prof .Macmflan said he talked 
with Harry Whitney on the Roose- 
velt when the huntsman boarded the 
ship at Etah last}sammer on its re- 
turn trip. Mr. Whitney told Prof. 
Macmillan that Dr. Cook had said 
nothing avout having reached the 
pole. It is in strange contrast to the 
statement of Dr. Cook in Copenhagen 
that he had given “Mr. Whitney two 
sets of records including exhaustive 
observationse proving that he had 
reached the top of the earth on April 
21 1998. 

Mr. Whitney stayed on the Roose- 
yeiel until it met the Jeanie in West- 
henhalme Sound north, of Saunders 
Island. M Vhitney and Command- 
er Peary had several talks during 
which Mr, Whitney told of the ar- 
rival of Dr. Cook at Etah on April 
17_ 1909. 

Dr. Cook was accompanied by two 
Eskimos. All three told of a journey 
of terrific hardships in the far north, 
ot repeated § efforts to penetrate 
through the wilderness of ice but not 
one of the three men, mentioned the 
pole having been reached, 

Did Peary Get Whole Story. 

It is said that Commander Peary 
might have learned more from Mr. 
Whitney had the two/men not quarre!- 
led. Mr. Whitney is said to have tak- 
en Dr. Cook’s part in the latter's con- 
tention that Commander Peary had 
avized Dr, Cook’s stores at Annotok 
just north of Etah. Mr. Whitney 
maintained that Commander Peary 
& had no right to place a boatswain 
and seaman of the Roosevelt in charge 
of this depot. Comniander Peary de- 
fended his action, it is said, by saying 
that he Selieved Dr. Cock had aban- 
doned them and that he would glad'y 
reimburse Dr, Cook if the found .t 
necessary to use any of the stores. 
Commander Peary also explained that 
a supply ship would soon reach Etah 
and that it would bring supplies more 
than enough for both. Nevertheless, 
Mr. Whitney is said to have irritated 
Commander Peary with the result 
that instead of returning to the 
United States on the Roosevelt, Mr. 
Whaiuey ivit it for the slow going 
Jeanie. 

At the present Commander Peary 
feels far more kindly toward Mj. 
Whitney. It was/after Mr Whitney 
had left him that the commander of 
the Roosevelt learned from a letter 
leit for him at Gape York that Dr. 
Cook had" proclaimed his discovery of 
the pole. Through friends of Mr. 
Whitney Commander Peary hopes to 
effect a complete reconciliation with 
him end obtain his full co-operation, 
This Seems certain, because the fric- 
tion between the two men was more 
or less the result of a pisunderstand- 
ing. d 

Said Nothing About Pole. 

Part of the testimony with which 
Commander Peary threatens t expose 
Dr. Cook was today obtained from 
Murphy and Pritchard. The men 
were found aboard the Roosevelt, ly- 
ing in the narrow head of Battle Har- 
vor. They were at'first very loath to 
talking, explaining again and again 
that Commander Peary had ordered 
them to remain silent on everything 
that pertained to Dr. Cook, Both de- 
clared, however, that when Dr. Cook 
met them at Ktah last April he said 
nothing about having discovered the 
pole. From another member of the 
Roosevelt crew, it was learned that 
Commander Pegry believes Dr. Cook 
made no (Bove, 34 of having reached 
the pole until he had learned of Com- 
mander Peary’s success. Dr, Cook, 
it is claimed, then immediately boast- 
ed of having made the discovery one 
year betore Commander Peary’s dash 
and told the story to Captain Walker, 
of the whaler, Morning, of Dundee. 
Scotland. Commender Peary also is 
said to be comvineed that Captain

forward this resolution by telegram to 
Sir Wilfrid Laurier and also draw his 
attention to the fact that meinbers 
of Saskatoon Trades and Labor’ coun- 
cil Were led to believe at the federal 
election of 1904 that the present gov- 
ernment was in favor of high, wages 
to white men jn the construction of 
the G. T, P. and be it hereby resolv: 
ed that the secretary be instructed to 
forward a copy of the revolution to 
the Western Associated.”

DILLON FOUND GUILTY. 


Sentenced to Death for Murder of 
Constable Shéa in Montreal. 


Montreal Sept.  19.—John Dillon 
the book agent, who killed Constable 
Shea on April 6, 1908, was found 
guilty of murder by the jury in the 
court of King’s bench bere on Satur- 
day and sentenced to be hanged on 
November 19. Dillon was the leading 
vetor in one of the most dramatic 
crimes ever perpetrated in Montrea'. 
For several hours be kept at bay over 
109 armed policemen in his boarding 
house on Manece street, and it was on- 
ly after being drowned out by the fire 
brigade end wounded by many bullets 
from the policemen’s guns that ac- 
cess to his room was finally obteined 
In addition to shooting Shea dead, 
Dillon severely wounded Chief Detec- 
tive Carpenter end Constable Fouch- 
ult. Dillon showed no eoneern when 
the death senteuee was announced. 
His lawyer will ask for commutatioa 
to life’ imprisonment.

They sad they “ad never 
seen white men before and were se 
much afraid of them’ that they eculd 
not be coaxed aboard the vezar. Dhey 
‘knew nothing about cereal food or 
flour and when offered oilot bread 
he'd it in seorne as an article unfit 
for human food. They said they liv- 
ed on bear, whale, caribou and feath- 
ered game, which they killed with 
bows and arrows and spears or cap- 
tured in snares and curiously contriv- 
ed traps.

SUPREME COURT 


Remarkable Action Arising. Out of 


Dispute. Over C. J. Robert's 
Hackney Stallion. 


A private wager made some time 
ago between C. J. Robert, manager 
of the Yale hotel, and Wm. R. Evans, 
of this city, in whieh the stakes of 
$1,000 and $250 a side were held by A. 
W. Hyndman, until recently man- 


ager of the Royal bank, has resulted 


in an unique and. interesting case 
which will come up before the Sep- 
tember sittings of the Supreme court, 
which opens before Chief Justice Sif- 
ton tomorrow morning. 

There lie in the office of the clerk 
of the Supreme court three affidavits 
which explain the subject of contro 
versy arising out of the wager. The 
first, which is the most important 
for the understanding of the situa- 
tion, is to the effect that C. J. Rob- 
ert and Wm, R. Evans deposited with 
A. W. Hyndman the sum of $1,250 
in the following proportions, viz.: C. 
J. Robert $1,000, and Wm. R, Evans 
$250, to be held by him until the de- 
termination of a question which reads 
as follows :— 

“Is the horse now in possession of 
C. J. Roberts end described as fol- 
iows: Stallion, chestnut, white star 
on forehead, white fore and near hind 
feet, the same horse as is described 
in the British Hackney stud book as 
“Towthorpe Rupert?” 


To be Decided by Stud Book. 

It was agreed that the question 
should be decided by a reports from 
the Hackney stud book. Should such 
a report show that the said horse in 
possession of the said ©, J, Robert be 
the horse described in the Hackney 
stud book, the whole $1,260 should 
be paid to G. J. Robert. Ii if should 
not the said money should be paid 
over to Wm. R. Evans. 

Mr. Evans has nite sn affidavit 
through his solicitors, Robertson, 
Dickson and Macdonald, that he has 
ascertained aiter search that the horse 
now in possession of Robert is not 
Towthorpe Rupert, as registered in the 
British Hackney stud book. Through 
this solicitors he therefore demands 
that Mr. Hyndman pay over to him 
the total sum ¢f the wager, 


No Legal Right to Money. 

In opposition to this, Mr. Robert, 
through his solicitors, Short, Gross & 
Rigger, has advised Mr, Hyndman 
not to pay the money to Evays as the 
agreement under which thé money 


was paid in, was a wager and ‘that 
therefore neither party has any legal 
right to recover the money paid in by 
the other even if it were admitted 
that the bet had been won. 

The affidavit of A. W, Hyndman is 
that’he has in his possession the sum 
of $1,000, which is claimed by both 
parties to the wager. He explains 
that he is merely a stakeholder and 
will dispose of the $1,000 as the court 
may direct. 

Pursuant to the drawing up of the af- 
fidavits, Mr. Hyndman, through his so- 
licitors, Dawson, Hyndman & Hyndmas, 
applied for an interpleader issue. This 
was granted by Mr. Justice Beck, he 
stating that there was not sufficient evi- 
dence before him to know whether the 
contract in question was a contract of 
wager or not. He did not know whether 
Mr. Robert had an interest in the con- 
tract other than the sum or stake. The 
order was accordingly given that My, 
Hyndman have his costs outof the $1,000 
and that the balance be paid into court 
awaiting further order. 

The disposition of the money in court 
is the basis of the suit which is now 
pending. There seems to be some doubt, 
however, as,to whether the court can 
decide on the disposition of money 
staked on a wager. 

How the Wager Was Made. 

About two years ago Mr. Robert 


purchased a string of hackneys from 
the hackney breeder, Robert White 
wood, of Halifax, YorkShire. Ob 
this string Towthorpe Bupert and 
Sans Souci, both yearling stallions, 
were very much similar in appear- 
ance, accowling to the deseription 


given of both in the Hackney stud 
book of England. One difference, 
however, was that they were not 
equaliy bred, Towthorpe being much 


the superior horse. Sans Souci was 
burned to death in a fire in Mon- 
treal during transportion and Tow- 


thorpe Rupert was brought on to Ed- 


monton where he has been shown at 
the local fair and at the Vaneouver 
horse show. *

STREET CAR STRIKE 
RIGTING IN OMAHA 


Strikers and Sympathizers Success- 
fully Stop Operation of Cars— 
Many Are Wrecked—Police Un- 
able to Handle Ctowd—Wiob At- 
tempts to Throw a Car Off Bridge.

Omaha, Neb., Sept. 19—The city 
jail is tonight filled. with striking 
street car men and their sympathizers, 
who today became too boisterous and 
were placed under arrest. The barns 
of the company are filled with bat- 
tered and broken street cars, which, 
encountering the mobs, were partially 
wrecked and taken back to the barns 
for repairs. 

Karly Sunday morning the trouble 
started when the company made an 
effort to start cars on three different 
lines. These care ran in a desultory 
manner until the afternoon, when five 


hundred stwikers paraded thet down 
town streets. The crowds then be- 
came excited and while the police 


were massed near the Laber temple a 
crowd of one thousand men made a 
rush for the ears on the Council Bluffs 
line 

Three of these cars were quickly 
captured, the crews badly beaten and 
the cars wrecked. One oar, caught 
by the mob while on the Missouri 
river bridge, was wrecked and an un- 
successful attempt was then made to 
throw it off #h« bridge into the river. 
For an hour the mob had control of 
the streets in the business section, 
and the police were powerless.

were not very frank or ingenious 
when you said at the conclusion of 
your letter of the lath, “I trust you 
will feel at liberty to give thie letter 
as wide publication as you gave the 
former correspondence,” and a few 
hours afterwards yourself gave the 
letter to the daily press. However, 
let that pass. Ms 

Now as to the points you raise, I 
Stated that the senate did not know 
for what term the president was en- 
gauged, or what remuneration he was 
to receive, You say that the senate 
did know, and that the premier ex- 
plained fully the terms of the presi- 
dent's appointment at the first meet- 
ing. I find no trace of it in, t®amin- 
ules sent me by the secretary, and 
an important matter like that should 
not have been omitted from my copy. 
The conclusion is either that my 
niinutes are no good, or else you are 
entirely wrong in’ your statement, 


That the latter ig probable ‘is  con- 
firmed by the fact that I asked you 
versonally at the Strathcona  civie 


Toacheca last October, and you told 
me explicitly that you did not know. 
I alse asked two other grave and 
learnett senators, and they were equal- 
ly iguorant. 

Now, Mr. Chancellor, yas I or was 
| not justified in my stafement? 

Secondly. I stated that the seere- 
tary of the senate did not send me all 
the motions passed at the various 
meeting of the senate. You say that 
the senate has the apsolute assurance 
of Mr, Riley that he did. My friend 
Senator Nolan tells me that he made 
a motion to the effect that no mem- 
ber of the senate should be eligible 
for any position on the university 
staff, I defy anyone to find mention 
of this motion in my  expurgated 
edition of the minutes; who was 
right? 

Thirdly. You say that the present 
organization has proved adequate for 
the proper management of its affairs 
up to the present moment.

. attempted to enter the new Eldorado by 
the route chosen by them. | 


Mr. Crawford was living in Chippewa 
Falls, Wis., when the nows of the wonder- 
ful discoveries of placer gold in bonanza 
deposits in the Klondike region was first 
received from the far north. 

As was the case with thousands he! 
took the fever, and was one of the first 
to join in the great stampede. 

He purchased a ticket in St. Paul in. 
March, 1898 for Seattle, vid the Soo line!

While many in eastern Canada and the 
states look upon this northern country 
as a land of perpetual ice and snow, it is 
intvresting to mention Mr, Crawford's 
deseription of this » wonderful country 
of the Great Slave lake and Mackenzic 
river through which they passed. Fort 
Simpson, on the Mackenzie river is about 
on the’ sixty-second parallel N. Int, 
which runs north of the most northern 
point of Labrador, runs through the 
southern end of Greenland, and is about 
1,000 miles north of the state of Washing- 
ton, but owing to its proximity to the 
Japanese current which gives to ‘he 
northern country: the same mild eli 
as the Gulf\stream giyes to the Britisi: 
Isles and Séandinavian peninsula, any 
thing can be cultivated there that will 
grow in eastern Canada, the New Eng 
land or middle Atlantic states. 

Land of Rich Soil. 

All along their route from Edmonton 
to the mouth of the Liard, they passed 
through a low level land of the richest 
soil, at places heavily timbered, and at 
others covered by a heavy 
vogetation. The lakes and 


growth , 
rivers were 
teeming with trout, and other varieties 


of fish, ducks and geese in flocks galore 
while in the forests bear, moose, cariboc 
and other game ran in hundreds. 

At Fort Providence at Fort Simpson 
the people at the posts had ripe cu 
cumbers and melons, of a size and flayor 
the like of which they had never scen 
before, while the crops of wheat and 
barley were ripe on Aug. 1 

After starting up the Liard, their 
troubles commenced, The Liard is a 
larger river than the Skeena, with a very 
strong current. While going from Hd- 
monton to the Great Slave lake, and 
down the Mackenzie to the mouth of the 
Liard, their travelling was all down 
stream, but in the Liard, it was going up 
stream against a very strong current 
making portage after portage, that tried 
men's ‘souls, It was on the Liard, where 
they had to travel in winter, that they 
began to suffer and die, 

They had two years’ supply of food 
clothing and prospecting outfits 
them, but after travelling several hun- 
dred miles up the Liard in a severe 
winter, and as men began to sicken and 
die, they had to abandon the bigger part 
of these supplies. 

‘Ten Deaths. 


Seurvey broke out, and of the Craw- 
ford party of five men, three died within 
three weeks, and one went insane and had 
to be aiven over to the authorities at a 
post on! the Liard. Of the Haiilton 
party consisting of eight well-built young 
men, every one a perfect specimen of 
manhood, and the last one would expect 
to be overeome by any hardship a human 
being could fight through, all died except 
one.

Rome, Sept. 20.—According. to the 
well-known astronomer, Signor Aran- 
ceseo Faccia Da Schio, of Bergamo, 
the moon absolutely disproves Com- 
meander Peary’s claim of having ~s- 
covered the pole, In his dispatch 
the explorer states that on April th, 
having eecomplished the six stages 
he had planned, he was favored with 
an opening in the ciouds which 
mitted him to take astronomical ob- 
servations. From these he establis'- 
ed his position as latitude 89 degrees 
minutes.

JURY DISMISSES BOYKO CASE. 


Gead Man Was Not Victim of Foul Play 
But Lost His Temper. 


Emerson, Sept. 19—Phe coroner's jury 
tet tonight for the third time to go fur- 
ther into the Boyko case. Coroner Wal- 
lace stated to the jury that he had sub- 
mitted all the previous evidence to the 
attorney-general’s department and that 
the evidence did ngt warrant a further 
search for witnessé He then reviewed 
the evidence, step by step, stating uo 
animus seemed to exist between Boyko 
and his companion.
